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REMARKS 

Claims 1-76 are currently active. 

In the Notice of Non-Responsive Amendment dated July 19, 2007, the Examiner points 
out that the reply filed on August 28, 2006, failed to address the patentability of the newly 
presented claims as required. Li response to this, the Declaration submitted with the Amendment 
dated May 17, 2006, removed the prior art reference Manczak. In the Supplemental Response 
dated August 25, 2006, apphcants explain in detail why the rejected claims are not anticipated by 
Jiang. The detailed explanation provided as to why Jiang does not anticipate the rejected claims 
is also applicable to the newly added claims. Basically, Jiang does not teach or suggest a 
switching element in communication with the network elements which route the request, as 
found in Claim 27 and Claim 53. All the remaining new claims are dependent to these 
independent claims and are also patentable over Jiang for the same reason, that Jiang does not 
teach or suggest a switching element, as more fully explained in the August 25, 2006, 
Supplemental Response.
